The housewife knows full 
well that a dozen eggs weighing a certain number of ounces is not oE as 
much value to her as a dozen weighing fifty per cent. more. 
Therefore, 


the should expect, to pay more Cor the larger quanlity. 
And so it is with 


(he farmer, if he is to get a certain price for eggs regardless oC their size, 
he cannot be blamed if he. raises a particular breed of hens which produce 
small eggs on a small consumption of food instead of those thai hiy larger 
varieties and consume more grain into the bargain. 


This movement to sell food by weight brings to mind a Ccmrnlville 


grocer who after seeing the injustice of the old system started iu t" sell 
eggs by weight. The plan worked so well that lie decided to sell other com- 
modities from his well-stocked store by the same method, but unfortunately 
he happened to hil upon a. commodity lhat brought the whole scheme into 


ridicule and finally put ii out of existence. 


In those days many grocery stores had liquor licenses, and il was not 


uncommon to sec. eggs, cabbages, salt fish and beer dispensed over tin- same 
counter.

OTTAWA, Aug. 3.—The' strike of 


conductors, 
trainmen

which began on the Grand Trunk and 
Central Vermont systems July 18, was 
officially called off last night. Under 
the terms of the agreement, signed by 
President Hays for the railroads and 
all the union officials, the men will rer 
eulvi.', dating back to May 1 oC this 
year, an advance of approximately IS 
per cent, and beginning Jan. 1, 1012, a 
rate of wages slightly below the east- 
ern 
association 
schedule, for which 


they struck, but an advance in many 
instances of over 30 per cent. 


Much credit 1'or the successful out- 


come' of th" poncp negotiations is given 
to MacKfii/in King, minister of labor. 
The text of thu agreement follows: 
"The company will put back as soon 


as possible the men other than tho.se 
who have been or may be found guilty 
of acts of violence or disorderly con- 
duct, the understanding being 
that 


there.is to be no coercion or intimida- 
tion used towards the new men. 
"The company will put into effect 


from May 1, 1910, the rates named in 
the schedule of rates dated July 18. 
J.niO, those rate's to be embodied in the 
present schedules now In effect on thin 
line, it being understood 
that those 


•ales shall in no instance effect a re- 
duction in any existing rate. 
"The company will, on Jan. 1, 191A 


make effective in train and yard serv- 
ice on the Grand Trunk railway the 
rates of pay and the rulf-s contained 
in the schedule or agreement on that 
date in effect on the. lines of the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway -iasi of Fort \Vil- 
liam.

For some reason or other the officials of the American Hide and 


Leather company feel quite contented witli the situation concerning the 
location of a beam house. It is common talk that the now beam house 
will be built on Perry street, or the old one will remain on Howe street. 
All that is'necessary to carry out this program is two votes in the board of 
health, and the tannery people act and talk as if they have the votes or 
can get them when they want them. Time will tell. The people are -watch- 
ing (he tannery magnates and the board of health, and they are not such 
fools as not to know that indefinite delay amounts to just as much as favor- 
able action so far as the interest of the American Hide and Leather com- 
pany is concerned. In eilher case the people lose and the -wise ones say 
they're bound to lose by a majority vote of two to one. 


SELLING 
GOODS BY .WEIGHT 


Now they tell us they are going to sell eggs by weight in the state of 


New York in compliance with a law recently enacted with that end in view. 
This may seem somewhat ridiculous, but as a matter of fact the law is 
based on common sense. Everyone knows there are large eggs and small 
eggs, and why eggs should be sold by the dozen regardless of their size is 
more than any thinking person can conceive. The housewife knows full 
•well that a dozen eggs weighing a certain number of ounces is not o£ as 
much value to her as a dozen weighing fifty per cent. more. 
Therefore, 


she should expect to pay more for the larger quantity. 
And so it is with 


the farmer, if be is to get a certain price for eggs regardless of their size, 
he cannot, be blamed if he raises a particular breed of hens which produce 
small eggs on a small consumption of food instead o£ those that lay larger 
varieties and consume more grain into the bargain. 


This movement to sell i'ood by weight brings to mind a Centralville 


grocer who after seeing the injustice of the old system started in to sell 
eggs by weight. The pliin worked so well that he decided to sell other com- 
modities from his well-stocked store by the same method, but unfortunately 
he happened to hit upon a. commodity that brought the whole scheme into 
ridicule and finally put it out of existence.
